CHAIRMAN TEACHERS’ COM­ 
MITTEE WHITES ABOUT FUNDS 


Greenwood, Texas, March 2 6, 1918. 
Editors Wise County Messenger, De- 
lur. Texas. 
Gentlemen: In 
view 
oi the fact that there has been so 
much delay in getting 
the 
county 
school funds from Austin this year,I 
have been asked by various persons 
tor a report of the conditions pre­ 
vailing regarding same. 
The reason 
I have been asked is that I was chair­ 
man of the committee of teachers 
which was appointed October, 1917. 
at. our county teachers’ institute to 
investigate and see if we could not 
avoid having the usual trouble of 
getting our school funds from Austin 
due to a delay in the county deposi­ 
tory of the county making their a n ­ 
nual report, so as chairman of that 
committee. I ain making a succinct 
report of the committee’s work and 
the official correspondence from lh** 
state superintendent to our various 
coujiiy officials regarding the matter. 
(n his report I shall mention only 
the main events and shall not take 
into consideration any petty difier- 
ences or unimportant details ol any 
one connected with the case. 
When our committee of teachers 
was appointed at the institute last 
October, we conferred with he coun­ 
ty attorney and Mr. billard as a rep­ 
resentative of the 
depository. 
At 
that time Mr. billard said he could 
make the report within a few days 
after he received the district appor­ 
tionment from Mr. Trussell. 
We re­ 
ported this to th** institute and Mr. 
Trussell said he could and would fur­ 
nish his report in a 
few 
minutes 
time fromhis office, so we as t e a c h e r s 
felt that w<* would experience no d e ­ 
lay in getting our state school funds 
from Austin this year. 
W hen la lei 


in the year we began to have to dis­ 
count our vouchers and continued 
'so to do. wo began to inquire into 
'the reason to find out why this re­ 
port had not been made, and it seem­ 
ed that everyone interested in mak­ 
ing the report was trying to say "the 
other fellow was to blame." 
With 
this condition confronting us. and as 
chairman of the committee, I wrote 
the state superintendent under date 
■of February 18, 1918, that this con­ 
dition would not be tolerated much 
longer by the teachers, and that we 
intended to start legal proceedings 
soon, making the county depository 
defendant and himself, o u r county 
superintendant and county attorney 
^co-defendants in the cause, and in 
this way we could place the blame 
where it belonged. 


Under date of the 21st of Feb., 
the state superintendant replied to 
my letter, and among o th e r things 
lie said, "I am at a loss to under­ 
stand why such a situation can pre­ 
vail in a county like Wise, 
ll is un­ 
heard of in others and I tru st will 
soon he ti tiling of the past in your 
county. 
One of tilt* principal efforts 
of my administration has been 
to 
make funds available with which to 
pay 
teachers’ 
vouchers 
promptly 
when tine. and everywhere else, ex­ 
cept in Wise county', this is being 
done, so far as I am informed at this 
time. 
Personally I am very anxious 
to send this money to tilt1 deposi­ 
tory. 
If reports from the local de­ 
pository were received and approved 
today, warrants for 
Wise 
county 
apportionment would go by return 
mail. 
Being desirous of getting the 
matter adjusted without legal pro­ 
ceedings, I wrote the county attor­ 
ney regarding his duty in the matter. 
In order that you and others interest­ 
ed mal know the facts in the case, I 
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blot a Minute To Spare

All of the official correspondence 
referred to is in my possession and 
may be seen by any one interested 
in know ing 
the 
full 
particulars, 
however, I can only briefly refer to 
their cor.frets. 
After having received the letter 
quoted from above, an d at the sug­ 
gestion of the #tate supt.. I wrote our 
county' attorney, asking him to get 
busy in the altair. 
H e was out ol 
town and did not reply to me, so I 
appeared before the commissioners 
court, also at the state supt, sugges­ 
tion. and laid the entire matter be­ 
fore them, official letters and 
all, 
and asked them to designate a new 
depository to which the state super­ 
intendent said that he w ould send the 
warrants if they would do so. 
This 
was on Feb. 27. 
The commissioners 
refused to take any steps in the mat­ 
ter. 
In asking for the report from the 
depository in his letter of Nov. 1.5, 
1917, the state superintendant says 
among other things, “ If your report 
is not received at this department 
by Saturday Nov. 17, I shall refer 
this entire matter to th e county a t ­ 
torney of Wise county for such ac­ 
tion as the law contemplates he shall 
take in this 'm atter.” 
Under same 
date he sent copies of this entire let­ 
ter to the county supt, and the coun­ 
ty judge to suggest to tile deposi­ 
tory to send in the report without 
taking it to court. 
On the 19 of November lie wrote 
the county attorney, and also 
en­ 
closed him a copy of this letter of 
the 13th. 
To the county attorney he 
wrote. "In this letter (meaning the 
one of 13 th ) I advised the City Na­ 
tional Bank of Decatur that if its 
annual statement of school funds for 
the year 1916-1917 was not receiv­ 
ed a t this office by Saturday, Nor. 
17, t h a t I would refer the matter to 
you for such action as the law con­ 
templates you shall take. 
further 
stating that under C hapter 104, Acts 
of Ii5th Legislature he 
could 
not 
send warrants until such reports had 
been received by him, which report 
.should have been m ade October I. 
Under date of Nov. 2 4th, he again 
wrote the 
county 
attorney 
from 
which I quote as follows. ‘ Since the 
time is long overdue, and inasmuch 
as th e county supt, whites to this of­ 
fice falling attention again and again 
to the fact that the teachers of his 
county a re being forced to discount 
their warrants, I felt it my duty to 
call your attention to the facts of the 
situation. 
I have no desire to perse­ 
cute1 the depository of school funds in 
Wise county. 
This department will 
interpose no objections if tile report 
is st*nt in within the next 
two 
or 
three weeks. 
In tact, th** matter is 
entirely in your hands." 
J an u a ry 29th, lie wrote the county 
attorney. “The annual statement of 
I .school funds for 1916-1917 has not 
•yet been received, and I ani writing 
! you to inquire what has been done 
or what is being done relative to the 
m a t t e r . 
Several weeks ago yon sug­ 
gested that the bank be given a Iit- 


J tie more time to get this statement 
(here. 
I have heard nothing whatev- 
j e r from them. 
I shall be pleased to 
hear from you at once and to have 
you take th** proper steps in this m at­ 
ter.” 
Under date of F eb ru a ry I Atli to the

For a long time is seemed as though gasoline 
would never drive a motor car to the summit of Mt. 
Helena, in the state of Washington- 
But it has done 
so at last, and the car was left at the summit of the 
roadless old giant for all of one night and most of the 
next day, so that the whole city of Helena might testi­ 
fy to the hitherto impossible feat. 
Mt- Helena is a peak in the foot hills of the main 
range of the Rocky Mountains 
Its summit is approx­ 
imately 6,000 feet above sea level. 
The city of Hele­ 
na, at th e base of the mountain, has an elevation of 
4,000 feet- 
> 
There is no wheel road to the top of Mt. Helena, 
and it is difficult even for a pony to make the ascent 
Numerous attempts have been made to put an automo­ 
bile on the mountain top, and in 1910 it was claimed 
that a car with special gear ratio made the climb. 
However, no one except the claimants saw the ascent 
or saw the car on top of the mountain, and the story 
caused no great excitement. 
The car which finally made the difficult ascent 
was a Dodge Brothers motor car owned by the Helena 
Motor Company of Helena. 
It made the climb from 
the garage to the rocks on the summit in 45 minutes- 
Four men rode in the car- . At the foot of the rocks 
which crown the summit, the car met loose and stony 
soil. 
It was necessary to build up a roadway for it. 
Repeatedly the car slipped backward off the track and 
had to be blocked up to give traction for the wheels, 
which were equipped with driving chains. 
In the last 
hundred feet the rise was a 61 per cent grade. 
After the car reached the top, it was blocked in 
position and remained on the mountain all night and 
part of the next day, in full view of anyone in Helena 
who looked toward the mountain top. 
Then it was 
driven back to Helena.

And my cows have not been sick one 
day that I know of, although they 
have had plenty of ticks. 
I only 
dipped four times last year and out 
of 13 head that Charles and I have 
only one had fever, and she is still 
giving milk. 
I have had hundreds of questions 
asked me about my Holsteins. Some 
wanted to know if I could see a nick­ 
le in the bottom of a bucket of milk, 
and if the milk was really like blue 
looking water. 
Just as Jess Willard 
holds 
the 
world’s championship as a lighter, 
so the Holstein cow holds the record 
in the production of milk and butter. 
So I hope that Wise county will wake 
up and get more of the Holsteins. 
They will help us to feed our sol­ 
dier boys and the whole world. 
We ! 
should drink more milk, eat more 
butter, season with butter; save that 
money you are paying out for lard 
and high-priced bacon. 
Dig up $150 
to $500 and buy you a Holstein cow 
and you will leave 
your 
children 
some good cuttle when you are gone. 
You just as well raise a calf worth 
$200 as one worth $4 0. 
Come to 
town Saturday March 30 at 3 o’clock 
in the courthouse; we want to meet 
you and talk more about good stock; 
where and how to get them. 
We have got to whip old kaiser 
Bill, so here I stop to go out like a 
true soldier to till the soil, milk the 
cows, feed the hogs and do all J can 
to help make the world better.
